McGill students and members of 
the university football team in- 
volved in Sunday night's C.N.R. 
train crash performed "outstand- 
ingly" in the melee that .followed, 
according to two prominent McGill 
authorities. 

Harry Griffiths, director of ath- 
letics, end Dr. J. S. Smit, foot- 
ball team doctor, both praised the 
students for the work they did to 
clear the area, aid the injured, 
and gend^ally calm the situation. 

"They did .more to help the si- 
tuation than many others who re- 
ceived more prominence in news- 
paper accounts", ^Dr. Smit told 
The Daily last night. 

"By the time other rescuers ar- 



rived, they laid a firm ground- 
work for the actual rescue work." 
Griffiths uiida. Students . 

Mr. Griffiths was- equally laud- 
atory in his account of the ac- 
cident, which saw the Canadian 
National Railway's crack No. G 
train, travelling from Toronto to 
Montreal, plough into a stalled 
car at Riviere Bcaudette, Quo. 

The train was only three-quar- 
ters of an hour out of Montreal 
when she smashed into the vehi- 
cle, stalled on a level crossing. Tfie 
first nine cars were reported de- 
railed. The students had been in 
Toronto for the football week-end. 

No one was killed, and only 12 
passengers were kept for hispltal 



care in Cornwall, Ont. . All pati- 
ents are reported'to be responding 
well. . : ■ •

A YEAR WASTED? 



Elsewhere on these pages we hove printed a 
letter to the editor concerning the Latin re- 
quirement at McGill. Over the yeors there hove 
been a great many words written on this sub^ 
ject, particularly on the question of whether 
Latin is really a necessary port of a university 
education in this day end age. 

We do not propose to discuss that aspect, of 
the situation here. Evidently the McGill au- 
thorities feel that, it is necessary. Therefore 
there is no|Wgg^jjj/^e, as students, can do about 
it, except tcrcwnpldin loudly, whicH we hove done 
obly over the years. 

However, this letter points out what we feel, 
is Q major flaw in thp system for teaching Latin 
at McGill. There is no middle courge ,for stud- 
ents who have had some Latin in high school, 
but hove not hod enough to be able to take the 
university's advanced Latin. Students who hove 
taken two or three years of the subject before 
coming McGill ore plunked into the same 
class with students who hoVe hod no Latin ot 
oil. To find 0 middle ground for. teoching such 
0 course _ is well nigh impossible. If the 
lecturer goes fost enough tô keep the ihterest 
of those who hove some knowledge of the sub- 
ject, he will be setting on impossible pace for 
those who know nothing of it. If he caters to 
the latter group, the former are bound to feel 
that they ore wasting their time. 
' Our correspondent mokes the suggestion', 
thqt students who hove hod Latin in high school, 
but havp not ,hod enough' to take the advanc- 
ed course, be alleged to go directly into Latin 
2, which is now given as a continuation of Latin 
1, the two together being necessary to fulfill 
the classics language requirement. At present 
this is not allowed. If it were, it seems to us 
thût it would ease the classroom situation for 
both the lecturer ond 'the student, and when he 



was through the student would presumably know 
the same amount of Latin. 

• The ruling which keeps students from going 
directly into Latin 2^is not set by the Latin de- 
portment, but by the Arts Faculty, and applies 
to any language to, satisfy the classics or mo- 
dem language requirements. The Arts and 
Science txjiletin states: 

"Where o student chooses to Begin the study 
of a language in order to meet either the classics 
or modern language "requirement, he must "take 
ond pass a further course subsequent to the ele- 
mentary one to satisfy this language require- 
ment." . . 

As for OS the Latin department is concern- 
ed, wexireJold that tfie main difficulty in letting 
studenf^irectly into Latin 2 would be in decid- 
ing which hove. had enough Latin to qualify for 
this .course, and which mtjst after all start in the 
elementary course. Those who riow register in 
Latin 1 foil into four groups: Some hove had no 
Lotin, some one, two or three years of it. In 
addition, high schools differ in the amount of 
Latin they give their pupils in the specified length 
of time. Where and how is the line to be 
drown? • . • 

We suggest that perhaps an exûminotion 
could be given to all students who wish to take 
Latin 2 without first taking Latin 1. A similar 
examination is given to all first year students 
by the English department every year, and on 
the basis of this some students are excused from 
.taking the English composition course'requi^ed 
of the rest. •» 

This exam 'should get around the difficulty 
of deciding which students ore qualified to go 
into Latin 1 Thus students who are now wast- 
ing a year reviewing the course ■ when they could

The lecturer is merrily skipping 
his way through the course at a 
rate of five chapters a week, or 
nearly two per lecture . . . 

Now granted, most of the stu- 
dents enrolled in Latin I have had 
some Latin before, and to them 
this is old stuff. The lecturer 
seems to think that these are the 
people to whom the course is di- 
rected ... He did state, quite 
clearly on one occasion, that he 
would skip through the first ele- 
mentary ^ part of the course as 
quickly.' as possible, *so that he 
could get on to the more interest- 
ing materinl. 



All well and good, if this is to 
be a refresher course in Latin. 
Unfortunately for the four or five 
members of the iclass who have 
never seen Latin before, this 
makes the going rather rough' . . . 
At the rate the lecturer is going 
. . . it means spending more time 
than is necessary .on .thi^' subject 
to the detriment of other, perhaps 
more important studies. 

It is perhaps unfortunate that 
students who have had Latin be- 
fore, but have not the requirements 
to bo admitted to Latin 2,° are for- 
ced to take a beginner's course. 
Perhaps these people should be 
allowed to take only the second 
half of the course. At any rate, 
if Latin 1 is to be a beginner's 
course, then I wish the lecturer 
would for the sake of those few 
who ' are beginners, conduct it as. 
such.

Featured in last night's prog- 
ram were: H. P. Bell, Thomas 
■;Archer, and Eric McLean, three 
fil^ll-known music critics: Helmut 
Blumo noted musicologist, and 
Gilles Potvin, well-known C. B. C. 
producer. Acting as moderator 
was Alexander Brott, violinist, 
teacher, and internationally known 
composer and conductor, 
Violinist Joyco Blond represcnt- 
,;ing the students, opened the debate 
by I asking these critics if they 
''féi/i each other's opinions. They 
intaincd that they did, but only 
after having formulated their own 
'views (or so they dalmed) 

One of the more serious aspects 
of the city's music, the problem 
of Federal Government support, 
^wMxbrought up. Here both mate- 
I^IË^nd idealistic views were sup 
ported. Mr. Bell declared that he 
was against it as music would lose

Without instru- 
ments of any sort, and in the dark, 
the only, thing possible was to try

"Several of tho^Rtdents and 
the football players along —seven 
I believe — helped considerably 
by tearing down a door from one 
end and using it as 'a stretcher. 
We managed to remove most of 
the wounded this way. There were 
several shock cases, dislocated 
shoulders, and the like," Griffiths 
said. 

Football players along included 
Joe and John Cronln, Garnet Ber 
trand, Emil Bosacki, Jim Grant 
and / Johnny . Bennett They were 
sittlnjr^iâftëé last two cars on the 
train, along with over 120 stu 
dents. 

"The shock wasn't too great 
back there," Brnm Gelfand, BA II, 
said. *TJo8t of us were sitting and 
talking when we felt a slight 
lurch.
